Mrs, Kurchak is a 28-year- 
old journalist who specializes 
in citizen communication. She | 
graduated from the University | 
of Toronto in Political Soci- ‘ 
ology. She's been a resident of 
Toronto most of her life, but 
for some time*she and her 
husband Bill, 29, have been 
seeking to discard the big city 
for Hastings County. Bill, who 
is a former businessman, is 
now a television writer and 
producer. 

After graduation, Mrs. Kur- 
chak turned to journalism as 
researcher for the Toronto 
Telegram’s Action Line. The 
column helped citizens get 
through corporate and govern- 
ment red.tape. More recently, 
she worked for the Secretary of 
State for three years, where 
her tasks included consultant 
on citizen communications 
with Federal projects, plann- 
ing policies and also putting 
together resource kits. 

Politics is an area that Mrs. 
Kurchak has been eyeing quite 
a while. At a_ citizen’s 
conference two years ago, she 
first talked political participa- 
tion with Liberal organizer 
Senator Keith Davey. 

’ ‘The contact was maintained. 
At one time the Senator spoke 
to her about: running in a 
Toronto constituency. By then, 
however, the Kurchaks had 
opted against big-city living, 
had become familiar with 
Hastings: County and made 
some offers on property. They 
are presently living in Fox- 
boro, but are looking for a 
place in the north or centre 
part of the County.

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A general increase in expenses over the past year has been 
attributed to the 3.39 mill increase in the 1974 residential tax 


rate. 


The expenses include property and equipmient purchases, as 
well as a general increase in the cost of operations, particularly 
the water system. Another reason for the increase is that 
although the general support and equalization grants were 
raised over last year's, the increase was not as high as originally 
estimated by the Ministry of Treasurey & Economics. The 
expenditures had been made in anticipation of the higher 


forecast. 


The 3.39 mills increase represents an increas¢ of $33.90 over 
last yeat’s taxes on the average older house assessed at $10,000.

There are preventative 
measures which can be taken. 
Adding magnesium oxide to 
the mineral mixture or salt 
year around is a method used 
by some producers. Enough 
should be added so that the 
animal gets 4 to % ounce of 
magnesium oxide per day. 

The other method is feeding 
magnesium oxide before and 
after going to grass in the 
spring. The cow should get 
about 2 ounces per day for 
about one to two weeks before 
going to grass and about ‘two 
to three gare after. Since 
magnesium compounds are 
quite unpalatable, magnesium 
oxide must be mixed with 
grain. or molasses so that the 
animal will eat enough.

Workmen’s Compensation 

(by J. W. McCullough, Area 

Co-ordinator, O.M.A.F. 
As the name implies, this is 


a form of liability insurance. In 

1966, farming as an industry 
was designated as one for 
which provisions of the Work- 
men’s Compensation Ac} be- 
came compulsory. All employ- 
ees are automatically covered 
when they enter a contract of 
service with an employer from 
the day upon which work 
commences. 

Provisions of the Act remove 
the employer from: financial 
responsibility for the cost of 
injuries sustained by an 
employee while at work, and 
the cost of any legal action that 
might be taken against him as 
a ea of negligence on his 


Micoefis. for those who 
sustain injury are very ¢xten- 
sive and include the cost of 
complete rehabilitation, life- 
time pensions, family allow- 
ances, and death benefits, 
where necessary. 

Cost of protection is borne 
by the employer and is based 
on predetermined rates de- 
pending on the experience of 
the industry. For most live- 
stock and general farms, the 
rate has been $4.00 per $100 
worth of payroll annually. 
Rates are subject fo change 
and ean be adjusted for 
individual employers whose 
claim rates are excessive. The 
cost of Workmen's Compen- 
sation coverage is considered a 
business expense for income 
tax purposes. 

An annual statement of the 
payroll for the previous year, 
and an estimate of payroll for 
the coming year must be 
submitted by the employer by 
the end of February each year. 
A minimum assessment of 
$10.00 is required of any 
employer. New employers 
should write the Workmen's 
Compensation Board in ad- 
vance advising them of their 
proposed operations. 

Wages include total carn- 
ings before deductions for 


income tax, 


salaries, commissions, bon- 
_uses, vacation pay, board and 
lodging, and the value of other 
allowances, ™ 

Farmers and their wives are 
not covered by the compulsory 
features of the plan but may 
elect coverage if they wish ata 
reasonable salary level of not 
less than $4,000 nor more than 
$10,000 per year. 

A member of a family, or a 
relative, except husband or 
wife, is considered a workman 
if paid wages. It is compulsory 
for relative child, parent, 
brother, sister, etc., to be 
covered. Value of board must 
be included. An employer, 
partner, or a director of a 
limited company may request 
coverage of he so desires. 

Default in filing any payroll 
returns renders the employer 
liable to a penalty for delay in 
reporting, and to pay the full 
cost of any accidents to 
workmen while in default. 
Failure to keep adequate 
records or to provide them to 
the Board may result in a $500 
fine

DOES FARMING 
HAVE A FUTURE? 


1 suspect that right mow a 


good many farm young people — 


are seriously pondering their 
future. Should they. return to 
school in the fall or not? 
Should farming have a place in 
thelr future plans? 

For that matter, there may 
be quite a few who are not so 
young, wondering right now 
what the future holds for them 
as farmers. 

It is true that the trend Is to 
fewer and bigger farms, but 
food production will remain a. 
basic requirement, and one of 
the foundations of the econ- 
omy. 

The question really bolls 
down to whether the farm and 
the farmer together have the 
potential to produce an ade- 
quate Income. This includes 
both the land ands the 
operator's ability. If the farm 
is too small, or needs a lot of 
money spent on modernizing 
and updating, the operator has 
to face the question of whether 
or not to make the Investment. 

Many farms that once raised 
good families, and provided a 
comfortable living are no 
longer big enough under 
today's conditions. : 

For the farm operator young 
enough to-get his Investment 
back, or with a son interested 


in carrying on, the expanded 4 


farm .operation when _ well 

~ managed should prove a good 
long term bet, in spite of short 
run problems. 

Farms will have to continue 
to be an effictent food factory, 
and this likely means special- 
izing in one, or at most two, 
items. The farm will probably 
continue to be family-operat- 
ed, but not necessarily 
owned by one man as today.

IMPROVING HEIFER
